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INTRODUCTORY NOTE 


James Franklin Bell, U. S. Army, twenty-one years a 
Lieutenant before his opportunity came, and then in rapid 
succession the occupant of each rank up to that of Brigadier- 
General of Volunteers within a-space of two years, culminating 
in his announcement by President McKinley as Brigadier- 
General in the Regular establishment, upon the recommenda- 
tion of Major-General McArthur, Commanding the Depart- 
ment of the Philippines, was the youngest General in the Army 
and by military men admittedly the most consistently brilliant 
Army figure of the Spanish-American War. 

Notwithstanding the fact that he was promoted over the 
heads of 1,036 officers senior to him, there was scarcely a 
breath of criticism, so universal was the appreciation of his 
merit. 

In his character he combined with dogged, persevering 
determination, energy, dash, brilliancy, absolute fearlessness 
and kindliness—rare indeed in the single individual. Add to 
this the gift of magnetically inspiring in men these same qual- 
ities, and there is disclosed the groundwork upon which was 
based the meteoric rise to fame of this young officer. 

Three times recommended for the Congressional Medal of 
Honor—the highest reward for valor which is conferred by 
this Government and probably more difficult to attain than 
any other in the world—for daring reconnaissances under fire 
and the capture single-handed under fire, armed only with a 
Mauser pistol, of three members of a Philippine General’s 
Staff, these deeds of individual prowess suffer only by com- 
parison with his accomplishments—less spectacular but of 
greater military value. 

His solid claim to greatness was discovered by his broad 
and far-seeing policies, best illustrated at this time in his con- 
duct of the campaigns in the Batangas and Laguna Provinces, 
where his firmness, aggressiveness, yet kindliness (evidencing a 
* remarkable estimate and analysis of the native character), 


brought to a successful conclusion the Philippine insurrection 
in a surprisingly short space of time. 

Malvar, the successor of Aguinaldo, equal in talents and 
second only in prestige to the latter, in a signal statement 
justifying his surrender, stated as one of his reasons “the 
knowledge that the people in all the towns were looking for 
me to induce me to surrender,” thus indicating the friendli- 
ness and sympathy which existed for the American troops 
under the leadership of General Bell. For this masterly cam- 
paign the President directed the Secretary of War to thank 
the General for himself and the American people. General 
Lloyd Wheaton, Department Commander, stated in a public 
letter to General Bell, “The method pursued and the ability, 
energy and efficiency displayed by you and your Command 
will be a model for future operations against the resistance of 
semi-civilized people to the Army of the United States,” and 
to-day these principles in question are incorporated in the 
Field Service Regulations of the United States Army. 

Upon the completion of his Philippine service, General 
Bell was selected to reorganize the ““Army School of the Line” 
and the “‘Army Staff School’’—an indication of the opinion 
held of him, notwithstanding his youth, as to his professional 
and technical attainments as a soldier. Few people outside 
the military profession realize as yet the great debt which the 
United States and the world owe to these schools. Here, in a 
brief fifteen years, were trained the officers who, though com- 
paratively few in number, yet formed the nucleus, as highly 
trained as any soldiers in any army in the world, around which 
was developed the huge body of citizen officers who success- 
fully led our National Army in the World War. Through 
General’s Bell’s recommendations the competitive and the ap- 
plicatory systems now in vogue were adopted. 

As the first Chief of Staff of the United States Army he 
was largely responsible for the development of the duties of 
that office, and as the representative of the Government to the 
Great French manceuvres in 1906 his virtue and talents as a 
soldier were acknowledged by the French Government when 
upon him was conferred the Legion of Honor. His published 
estimate at that time of the ideal relation between the French 
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officer and private soldier was regarded thirteen years later 
by a French General as an evidence of his keen appreciation 
of a unique system of military discipline. 

Followed, under our system of regular and_ periodical 
succession to the high office which he had held, by younger 
but no more vigorous officers, his briliancy as administrator 
of the military establishment was no whit diminished nor his 
accomplishments in that capacity overshadowed. 

On the outbreak of the war he was called to the command 
of the Eastern Department, from which he was relieved in 
accordance with his own desire in order to assume the duties 
of training the 77th Division, New York’s contribution to the 
National Army. This Division was the first chosen to go over- 
seas and, on no less authority than that of the Secretary of 
War, so chosen because the best prepared. General Bell was 
relieved of command a few days prior to its sailing and later 
returned to the command of the Eastern Department.
